THE STORY TOLD. 
A gentleman in Springfield, supposed to be 
thoroughly tonversant with the facts. of the 
removal of President Lincoln’s body, was 
asked what prompted the removal. He re 
plied: ‘‘After the attempt to steal the body 
had been made by grave robbers a few years 
avo, the parties who are responsi! for the | 
safe keeping of Lincoln’s remains held a 
consultation, and the proposal to remove the 
body from the sarcophagus was unanimous- 
ly concurred in. I[t wastbe desire of those 
citizens and officials who assumed the re- 
sponsibility fur the removal that the 
act should be made public. Toe 
sarcophagus, in which it has 
been popularly supposed the bedy of the 
dead president has remained ever since the 
completion of the monument, is protected 
simply by afrailiron gate. The gentleman 
who ciaims io be familiar with all the details 
of the removal said considerable difficulty 
attended the transfer of the body, as the em- 
balming process had not proved a complete 
aneccess, and the remains hed to be haadled 
iti vreat care. The informant further de- 
ciaced that when the thieves attempted in 
the first ins'aoce to steal the body, and were 
scared away, they left the coliin 
partly drawn out of the marble sarcophagus 
which had enclosed it.

Wasarnaton, November 15 —The treasury 
department has decided tha: the word “ton”, 
wherever used in the tariff acts, shoald be 
construed to be ‘“‘ton’’ avuirdupoise, that is 
2,240 pounds.

The Orange and Green— A German Mission to China 
Preach Uncertalaty. 

Dusiix, November 15.—The orangemen, 
in obedience io the proclamation of the gov- 
ernment, abstaired from assembling at the 
garrison to-day, but the nationalists assem- 
bied to the number of 4.000.
